4. In claims 156-160, the phrase — , wherein said polypeptide is not amino acids 1 to 1 188 of 
SEP ID N0:2 or amino acids 23 to 1 188 of SEP ID N0:2 - has been inserted after "SEQ ID 
NP:2". 

5. In claims 157-158, the phrase "according to claim 156" has been deleted. Further, the phrase 
"wherein the fragment comprises" has been replaced with ~ wherein the fragment consists of ~.

The Examiner's Amendment set forth supra, in conjunction with Applicant's amendment filed, 
6/9/2008, has obviated the previous rejections of record in mailed 4/10/2008. 

7. The WP 00/29435 listed on the PTP-892 dose not qualify as a prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(a)/(e) because the WP 00/29435 was published on May 25, 2000 (dose not qualify as art 
under 102(e)) and the Sweden 9902056-2, filed 6/3/1999, provides sufficient support for the 
claimed invention.
